although all acknowledge the fact. Physicians 
have rather confused than explained the Phenomena 
of mental affections by sub-division. He whose 
ideas wander without the control of the judgment 
in any one particular is said to be afflicted with 


Bibliomania, a passion for food called Phagomania, 
and a religic 1s enthusiasm styled Theomania, while 
all are but species of the same mental affection, a 
subordination of judgment to feeling, sympathy, 
emotion or example, call it what you will. 
Now these who attend what are called revivals are 
predisposed for excitement. 
the errors of humanity, conscience has been 
‘awakened to their own sins, the churches or meeting 
houses are crowded, the air is heated, the speaker is 
passionate, and dwells upon the themes most appalling 
to the best of us, upon death, judgment, and eternity, 
upon the worm that never dies, and the fire that is 
never quenched.

It may be said why were these physical effects 
never produced before?
